proceed with the Polish-Jewish appeal fund in May.

Recommendations On Committees 


The recommendations are summarised as follows:

Palestine Committee, 16 in addition to the Executive Officers 

Shechita Committee, 10 in addition to the Exccutive Officer: 

ib) The Committee also rccommends that the Exccutive 
Committee should be appointed on the same basis of membership 
as hitherto. | 

(c) The Committee further recommends that a Defence Com- 
mittee be appointed to consist of the Executive Officers, the 
Chairman of the Law, Parliamentary, and General Purposes 
Committee, and 4 members elected by the Board, with power to 
co-opt not more than $ additional members who need not be 
members of the Board. 7 

(id) In order that wherever possible the experience of Chair- 
men and members of Committces now suspended should be 
available to other committees taking over the work of the 
suspended committee, your committee recommends that the Con- 
stitution of the Board be amended so as to permit cach commitice 
to co-opt not more than 3 Deputics except im the case of a 
committe® which is given special power to co-opt. 

The Chairman of the Law and Parliamentary Commitice, 
Mr. A. §S. Ditamonp (West London Synagogue), in 
moving the adoption of the recommendations said that it 
was not recommended for the time being to reappoint three 
Committees—the Aliens, Education. and Foreign Appeals 
Committees. As regards the Education Committee, its work 
had decreased considerably of late years, and in substance 
might be said to be confined to questions relating to the 
school at Tangier. As regards the Foreign Appeals Com- 
mittee very much the same could be said, and as regards 
the Aliens Committee, Mr. Schildkraut, its Chairman, was 
also of opinion that at the present moment its work had 
shrunk to such proportions as did not make it necessary to 
appoint a separate Committec. 

Mr. Micwaet Scripr (United Synagogue) said he thought 
that now of all times the Aliens Committee ought to be 
Kept in being, and he moved an amendment, which was 
seconded, that the Aliens Committee should be reconstituted 
us before, 

The Presipenr stressed the fact that the problem 
of aliens with all its ramifications had, in the last few months, 
become one of the most important and difficult problems in

‘‘No Refugees on Board ”’ 


There were no German refugees on board the torpedoed 
liner Arandora Star, Mr. Ronald Cross, the Minister of 
Shipping, told the House of Commons on Tuesday. 

“1 am informed by the Secretary of State for War,” he 
said. “that all the Germans on board were Nazi sym- 
pathisers and that none came into this country as refugees 
and none had category * or category certificates, or 
were recognised as friendly aliens.” | 

He promised that in tuture ever) endeavour will be made 
to senarate enemy aliens of Nazi sympathies from those of 
anti-Nazi sympathies. With regard to convoying transports 
overseas, he pointed out that the same rules apply as to 
other British ships. The fast ships proceed independently 
and the slower ones in convoy.

PARLIAMENT DISCUSSES 
ALIENS 


Internment to be Rationalised 
FAMILIES TOGETHER 


Debates took place in both Houses on Wednesday night 
on the treatment of aliens and refugees. 

Lord Newton in the Lords protested against what he 
called “the huge and stupid mistake” of the wholesale 
internment of civilian aliens. - 

In the Commons members of the Parliamentary Committee 
on Refugees raised the question on the motion for the 
adjournment of the House, Major Cazalet being the first 
speaker. 

The debate lasted six hours 

Mr. Peake, Under-Secretary Home Office. replied in a 
speech which won praise from Mr. Silverman and other 
Members. Mr. Peake said it was hoped to make arrange- 
ments for married couples, especially elderly couples. to be 
interned together; but it was not a simple matter to arrange 
for large numbers of married couples—many of them possibly 
with children-—to be interned in the same camp. Dealing 
with transference to the Dominions, he said a hopetul aspect 
was that Australia had expressed willingness to receive not 
only men but women and children. 

Major Cazalet asked for an assurance that if the Home 
Office decided to release internees, they would not have to 
get the permission of the War Office, and Mr. Peake gave 
this assurance. adding that if they found that anybody had 
been wrongfully interned and ought to have been excepted 
by the police, they would immediately order release 

Sir Edward Grigg. for the War Office, also replied to the 
debate. He announced that Mr. Edem had entrusted him 
with the duty of conducting an inquiry into the way 
internees camps were run

the life of the Community and, to a certain extent, outsule 
the Community, too. 


The idea, said Professor Brodetsky, was to have this 
question dealt with by the chief authorities of the Board 
and not to relegate it to a Committee. 


“ This recommendation,” he said, “ so far from represent- 
ing a lack of interest in aliens, is. on the contrary, an 
intention of the desire of myself and my colleagues to put 
the question of aliens in the very centre of the activities of 
the Board.” 

The amendment was defeated and the recommendation of 
the Law and Parliamentary Committee was adopted. 

Mr. A. G. Brotman, the Secretary, announced that only 
one nomination had been received for the office of President 

Professor Brodetsky--who was declared duly elected 
amid applause. Mr. C. H. L. EMANvet, the only nominee, 
was re-elected Solicitor to the Board. 


Neville Laski Made Honorary Member 


The Presipent moved that Mr. Neville Laski, former 
President, be elected an honorary member of the Board for 
the session. Mr. Laski, he said, had preferred not to receive 
any material token of their appreciation of his services but 
rather that the money which had been subscribed to the 
presentation should be devoted to the purpose of awarding 
an annual prize to a boy or garl in the Community for an 
essay upon the work of the Board of Deputies and other 
affairs of the Anglo-Jewish Community. This was an 
excellent precedent for members of the Community who 
wished to encourage knowledge of Jewish affairs, and 
particularly of the history and work of that institution and 
of Anglo-Jewry as a whole to follow. 

Mr. Laski suitably responded. 

Proressor Bropersky thanked the Board for the con- 
fidence they had placed in him in re-electing him unopposed 
as President. 

The last meeting of the Board, he said, was held on 
April 21, since when many things had happened—things 
that had changed, temporarily, as they all hoped and 
believed, the complexion of Europe. 

That Board was probably the one that would be faced 
with the most difficult and delicate problems that that Com- 
munity or any Board in the past had ever had to deal with 
He considered that it was his duty as their re-elected 
President, at any rate during the coming two or three months, 
to look upon the work of the Board as being a full-time job, 
and he was glad that his duties at the University involved 
what was called a vacation, during which he would be able 
to spend practically all his time in London in dealing with 
the problems which arose day by day in the present difficult 
situation. But, like other institutions in this country, the 
Board should not look upon the coming months as a holiday 
period. They would propose that there should not be the 
usual two months’ interval between now and the next 
meeting, in the autumn, of the Board. 

Dr. Brodetsky also appealed to members to consider their 
membership as being both a privilege and a duty. It was 
unfortunate that a considerable number of members did not 
look upon their attendance at Board meetings as a necessary 
part of their functions. If a member of the Board found 
that he could not attend the meetings, then it was his duty 
to inform his electing body that someone should be elected 
who could take part in the business of the Board. 

The Board agreed to the renewal for a period of three 
years of the agreement with the Anglo-Jewish Association 
relative to the conduct of foreign affairs. 


The Joint Foreign Committee 


Mr. LEONARD J. Stein (Anglo-Jewish Association) made 
a statement on the Joint Foreign Committee. That Com- 
mittee. he said. had held one meeting since the Board last 
met. on Mav 8. but if there had been no more recent meet- 
ing, the reason was that, in view of the conditions which 
had prevailed during the last few weeks, it appeared to the 
President and himself. as Joint Chairmen, that it was useless 
to convene the Committee for discussions which could not, 
at the moment, be of any practical value. 

The PresIpENT presented the report of the Executive 
Committee, in the course of which it was stated: 

At the meeting of May 15, the Committee discussed the then 
still pending arrangements for a deputation to the Colonial 
Secretary on the subject of the Palestine Land Transfer 
Regulations. In view of the war circumstances then obtaining, 
the changes in the Government which had taken lace, and the 
fact that the views of the Board in regard to the regulations 
were on record in the letter sent to the Prime Minister and the 
resolution passed by the Board, it was decided not to proceed 
with the proposed deputation. 


INTERNEES. EVACUEES. DEFENCE, 


PRESENTATION TO MR. NEVILLE LASKI 


At the first meeting, it was reported that a Cowncil for the 
Relief of Polish Jewry had been constituted, with Mr. Charles 
Sebag-Montefiore as Chairman, and that arrangements for setting 
up the technical machinery of the appeal were being made so that 
the appeal should commence at an carly date. The rapidly 
changing war situation has led the Council to decide that the 
arrangements for the appeal should be suspended until conditions 
are more favourable and that the Council! is to remain in being. 

The Committee has given earnest consideration to the serious 
questions arising out of the extension of the Government's policy 
of the internment of aliens of enemy origin. In this matter, 
close contact and consultation have taken place with the Central 
Council for Refugees, the Refugee Joint Consultative Committee, 
consisting of Jewish and non-Jewish refugee organisations, and 
the Parhamentary Committee for Refugees. From these and 
other responsible quarters concerned with refugee questions, 
representations have been made to the competent authorities 
concerning the grave difficulties with which interned persons and 
their relatives have been faced, and suggestions have been put 
forward for mitigating hardships and promoting the welfare of 
those interned. The Committee for the Welfare of Internees 
(which was set up as an inter-denominational committee at the 
beginning of the war) has recently added to the number of Jewish 
representatives on it. 

Ihe Committee considered the question of how best to help 
in the country’s war eflort, by explaining the war situation and 
the duty of every citizen at this time to maintain morale and to 
make his maximum contribution to that effort Appropriate 
steps are being taken through the Press and through the medium 
of meetings in the Provinces and Jewish societies of every kind 

he Committee has set up machinery at the Board to give 
information and advice on tne various types of war work and 
volunteer effort open to individuals and groups in this country 

In response to an approach by the Joint Emergency Committee 
for the Religious Education of Jewish Children from London. 
which had imdicated the jeopardy in which its vital work in the 
recepuion areas was placed owing to lack of funds. the President. 
in consultation with the other Hon, Officers, called a conference 

. and a sub-committee was appointed to consider the best 
means of raring money for the purpos 

[he Executive Committee recommends the Board to give full 
support to any appeal that may be decided upon 

RKeterring to the paragraph on the Council for the Relief 
of Polish Jewry, the President explained that, as announced 
earlier in the year, they were actual!) ready in Mav. The 


two tund-collecting bodies associated with the Council had 


nominated their members, and the Council had met on two 
or three occasions, in fact, they were in the way of setting 
up the machinery for the appeal when. unfortunately. the 
rapid German advance through Holland and Belgium began 
in the second week in May and it was unanimously agreed 
that the matter should not be dropped but adjourned for 
the time being until the present crists had passed 


Jewish Internees 


On the subject of Jewish interned persons, Dr. Brodetsk\ 
said that problem was one with which they had to deal! 
almost daily. It was not necessary for him to say what a 
tragedy it was that men and women whose presence in this 
country was due to their persecution by the Nazis should 
in this country be subject to internment at a time when the 
country was faced with an attack by the Nazis. The duty of 
the Community in this respect was obvious. They must 
join with every other body which was interested in this and 
similar ‘problems to see to it that Government policy in con- 
nection with the security of the country shall be such and 
shall be so carried into execution that injustice and suffering 
shall be reduced to a minimum and if possible entirely 
prevented. During the last two weeks, they had been in 
close contact with various bodies, and the Government had 
been approached. They were at present engaged in con- 
sidering with representatives of those bodies further action 
in the near future. 

There could be no doubt, he said, that (1), as the Lord 
Privy Seal had said on the previous night in his broadcast. 
the real danger to the country in connection with treacherous 
activities was not due to refugees but to others, and (2) that, 
if it was necessary in connection with safeguarding the 
security of this’ country to follow a certain policy, that 
policy must of course be the responsibility of the Govern- 
ment. But they felt that there were certain categories of 
men and women, and especially young people, who ought 
to be considered from the point of view of exemption from 
this policy of internment and there vere certain steps. which 
ought to be taken in order to allay fear and panic and, 
above all, avoid unnecessary suffering. 

In connection with the provision for religious education 
of evacuated Jewish children in Britain, Professor Brodetsky 
said that the Sub-Committee mentioned had already met 
and an agreed policy had been arrived at for the pairpose 
of appealing to the Community for funds. As far as the 
evacuation of children to the Dominions and America was 
concerned, they had received an official letter from Mr. 


Geoffrey Shakespeare (Under-Secretary for the Dominions) 
recognising the Committee which had been set up under the 
auspices of the Board in order to deal with this matter. 
That Committee wouwd represent all Jewish interests 
associated with the question, and further information would 
be given as soon as possible to the Jewish public. 

The report was adopted. 

The report of the Law and Parliamentary Committee was 
adopted after it had been presented by the Chairman, Mr. 
A. S. Ditamonn. The report stated inter alia: 

The Committee considered the possibility of war circumstances 
making it impractical to convene meetings of the Board and 
Committees in the normal way, and recommends the following 
resolution for adoption by the Board: 

“ That during the present war if and so long as in the 
opinion of the majority of the Executive Officers it shall not 
practicable to convene mectings oi the Board or any of ts 

Committees, the power and duties of the Board or such Com- 

mittees as the case may be shall be entrusted to the Executive 

Committec.” 

The Committee received and discussed a report on the work 
of the Public Relations Department during the last three months 
Amongst the matters dealt with were a request from the Beth 
Din for assistance: the investigation of alleged anti-social 
behaviour by Jews; intervention in a dispute between a Jewish 
landlord and tenants; complaints of business and social mis- 
demeanours of refugees: and attempts to obtain the fulfilment of 
guarantees given by Jews for refugees brought to this country 
before the war. 


Defence Carried on Actively 


Phe Chairman of the Jewish Defence Committee. Mr. M. 
GORDON LivermMan, J.P. (Dublin, United), said that the work 
ot the Committee had been, and was being, carried on vers 
actively, and. im spite of the change in the situation in certain 
aspects, its work was even more vitally urgent than it was 
before. They also regarded it as their duty to help with 
the national effort, and they proposed to use their organisa- 
tion for stimulating further efforts by the Community for the 
national drive towards victory, bath in a practical direction 
and tor the maintenance of the morale of the Community. 

Mr. Liverman also said that an active policy on the part 
of the Trades Advisory Committee had now been approved 
by the Defence Committee. Under the chairmanship of 
Mr. Alec Nathan, a programme of work had been prepared 
which should prove of great help to both employer and 
emplovee among Jews in industry. 

Ihe accounts for the half-year ended April 28. 1940, the 
‘Treasurer's report thereon. and the report of the Finance 
Committee were adopted, on the motion of Mr. Liverman., 
the Treasurer. 

An application from the Association of Jewish Ex-Service- 
men tor representation on the Board was granted. 

The contested elections resulted. as follows two Vice- 
Presidents, Sir Robert Waley Cohen and Dr. Israel Feldman

Samuels; and Lord Swaythling 


SILVER JUBILEE OF GOLDERS GREEN 
SYNAGOGUE

He mentioned also that the Chairman of the new Com- 
mittee whose task it was to bring home to every Jew his 
personal duty to the Synagogue was a member of the 
Golders Green Congregation (Mr. Aaron Wright. who has 
been elected to the Chair of the new Publicity Committee 
set up by ther United Synagogue).

TREATMENT OF REFUGEES 


Unavoidable Hardships 
Regretted 


GUARDING AGAINST FASCIST DANGER 


Miss Ratrupone (Ind., English Universities) asked the 
Home Secretary whether, in view of the great suffering, 
injustice, and economic dislocation caused by the whole- 
sale internment of aliens under general orders, he will con- 
sider modifying these orders, at least, in the case of those 
who, after full investigation by the tribunals, have been 
placed in category C, as refugees from Nazi oppression, 
and against whom no grounds for suspicion are known to 
the authorities. 

Replying to this and to other questions on the same 
subject, Sir Johh Anderson said: In view of the exigencies 
of the military situation, certain further categories of 
Germans and Austrians now at large are being interned as 
a measure of precaution, but it would not be in the public 
interest to give details of the scheme at this stage. I 
realise, and regret, the hardships necessarily involved in any 
measure of wholesale internment; but in times of crisis 
considerations of military security must take precedence of 
all other considerations. 1 am taking such steps as are 
possible to mitigate the difficulties and hardships involved, 
by exempting from imternment certain categories of persons 
whose position can be distinguished by reason of the value 
of their services to the national war eflort. 

CAPTAIN ELLIsToN (Con., Blackburn) asked the Home 
Secretary whether, in order to avoid unnecessary hardship 
for refugees of established good character, he will make 
an early statement of the intention of the Government in 
regard to the internment of Germans and Austrians classified 
by the tribunals in category C; and whether such persons 
will be given reasonable notice by the police before removal 
from their homes. 

Sir J. Anderson: As regards the first part of the ques- 
tion, | would refer my hon. and gallant friend to the answer 
given to-day to similar questions by the hon. and gallant 
Member for Handsworth (Commander Locker-Lampson) 
and other Members. As regards the second part, the police 
have Standing instructions to. give reasonable facilities to 
an alien to make any necessary arrangements before effecting 
his internment. 


“ The Plain Truth ” 


In the course of earlier questions on the subject of un- 
interned Germans, Mr. S. S. SirveRMAN (Lab., Nelson) 
asked whether the Home Secretary would not agree that 
nearly all the aliens who were placed in category C were 
placed there because on investigation mt was found that 
they were themselves the victims of those who are the 
common enemy. 

Sir J. Anderson: That is the plain truth. 


Mr. Silverman has given notice of the following motion 
in. the House of Commons: 

“ GOVERNMENT TOWARDS ANTI-Nazit GERMANS 
AND AUSTRIANS: That this House, fully recognising that 
many thousands of persons of German and Austrian birth, 
in common with many others in other lands, fought and 
were the victims of this country’s present enemies long years 
before we took up the fight ourselves, and that the defeat 
of Firtler represents for them, as for the world, the only 
rema:ning hope of normal life, deplores the policy by 
which the Government treats these people as hostile and 
calls upon the Government to accord them the respect 
which they deserve and the opportunity to stand with us in 
whatever ways may be most preferable in opposition to 
their enemies and our own.” 


REFUGEE SCIENTISTS 


Mr. A. Epwarps (Lab., Middlesbrough) asked the Home 
Secretary what steps are being taken in connection with 
aliens internment arrangements to ensure that important war 
work is not jeopardised; and whether he will arrange for 
interned aliens who are serving the British Government with 
scientific assistance to be available for essential consultation. 

Sir J. Anderson: Arrangements have been made to give 
special consideration to individual cases where it ts estab- 
lished that the person concerned is well disposed towards 
this country and it is represented to me by the Govern- 
ment Department concerned that the release of the alien 
from internment would help to further the national war 
effort.

Mr. Eden was asked whether he would issue general in- 
structions that any man who served in the last war should 
be allowed to serve in the L.D.V., and he replied that that 
was the basis he had in mind. 

“] am looking into the matter carefully,” he said. 


FASCISTS AND INVASION DANGERS 


Mr. Woopsurn (Lab., Stirling) asked the Home Secretary 
whether steps are being taken to ensure that Sir Oswald 
Mosley and other potential allies of Fasctrsm are placed 
beyond reach of rescue by invaders; and whether he will 
consider transporting such people overseas to the. custody 
of one of the Dominions. 

Sir J. Anderson: I can assure my hon. friend that the 
importance of the consideration indicated in the first part 
of his question had not escaped the attention of the Govern- 
ment, and due note has been taken of the suggestion made 
in the second part. 


A Fascist Removal 


The following two questions were set down for yesterday 
by Mr. J. J. Davidson: 

To ask the Secretary of State for the Home Department if 
he is aware that the British Union of Fascists transferred their 
books, files, stationery, and propaganda effects to two ground- 
floor rooms in Paddington, using two «commercial vans marked 
with the letters W.D., and having the War Department arrow- 
head sign; and what action has been taken. 

To ask the Secretary of State for the Home Department if 
he has a list of the private houses where official Fascist propa- 
ganda is printed on silent duplicating machines, and if he is 
aware of the police and public anxiety regarding the growing 
number of mecidents arising from the open distribution of such 
propaganda; and what action he has taken.

LADY PEARSON’S RELEASE 


Mr. J. J. Davipson (Lab., Glasgow, Maryhill) asked the 
Home Secretary why Lady Pearson, who founded the Sand- 
wich, Kent, branch of the British Union of Fascists in 1934, 
and was announced as the Fascist candidate for Canterbury 
in 1936, was arrested since the start of the war, and then 
released. 

Mra. G. Srrauss (Lab., Lambeth N.) asked the Home 
Secretary under what regulation Lady Pearson was detained 
and for how long; whether she appeared before any advisory 
tribunal; and what representations were made on her behalf 
and by whom. 

Sir J. ANDERSON: By the Defence Regulations power has 
been given to the police to detain persons temporarily pend- 
ing consideration of the question whether there are grounds 
for a detention order under Regulation 18B: and the fact 
that an individual so detained may be subsequently released 
ought not to be regarded as an indication that the temporary 
detention was unwarranted. On the contrary, there are 
cases in which it is right in present circumstances that a 
suspected person should be so detained temporarily, though 
subsequent inquiries and further consideration of the case 
may result in a decision not to make an order of detention 
under Regulation I18B. This ts what occurred in the case 
to which my hon. friends refer. The lady was detained on 
June 4. A report was sent to me by the police, and after 
consideration of this report I decided on June 8 that the 
case was not one for an order under Regulation 18B. My 
decision was based on the facts and circumstances reported 
to me by the police. 

[The following information concerning Lady Pearson appeared 
in Mosley’s Action of December 19, 1936: 

“Lady Pearson is one of the British Union's most active 
Kentish members and organised the Sandwich branch im 1934, 
She takes a very active interest in business and local affairs 
in this part of the country. She is a sister of General Page 
Croft, and_before going to Kent she was well known in Hert- 
fordshire and was Commandant of the Hertfordshire V.A.D. 
Hospital during the latter part of the war.” 

The General Croft referred to is now Lord Croft, Under- 
Secretary of State for War.]

Sir J. Anderson: | am infornted that no exit permit has 
been granted to Lady Mosley since the outbreak of the 
war. | have no information about any visas that may have 
been granted to her by representatives of foreign Govern- 
ments, but even if she had been granted such a visa this 
would not have enabled her to travel abroad without an 
exit permit.

Mr. J. J. Davidson asked the Home Secretary whether he 
has considered the communication sent to him by the 
hon. Member for Maryhill; referring to the Fascrst activities 
of Major Davidson Houston; and what action does he intend 
to take.

Police on June 4 and, after consideration of all the informa- 
tion available, | decided that it was not necessary to make 
a detention orders against him, but I made an order under 
Regulation I8A of the Defence Regulations requiring him 
to remain out of protected areas and to notify any change 
of address to the police.

ENLIGHTENING THE PUBLIC 


Information Campaign in the East End 


The Council for Jewish Adult Education's campaign 
of enlightenment on war problems, in consultation with 
the Ministry of Information, was carried a stage further 
by the Council's Organising Secretary, Mr. Myer Domnitz, 
at the Jewish Free Reading Room, Adler Street, E.1, last 
Sunday. 

Speaking on “The Spirit of the Home Front in War- 
time,” Mr. Domnitz poimted out that the home front had 
now become merged in the battle front. The civilian 
population must display the same sterling qualities as their 
gallant soldiers were doing on every occasion. There was 
no excuse for idle hands these days, with a multitude of 
tasks awaiting those who were ready to “ go to it.” 

The lecturer stressed the importance that the authorities 
attached to the success of the salvage campaign, and gave 
many examples of how every household could make a 
useful contribution. | 

In speaking about the need to prevent dangerous gossip, 
Mr. Domnitz said that he believed it was impossible to 
prevent people talking, so that they should make sure that 
those who liked to air their views should take the trouble 
to get the facts. And the Council for Jewish Adult Educa- 
tion had been praised in many quarters not-only for under- 
taking this task of encouraging the public by throwing 
light on the war situation, in its most fundamental sense, 
but also for insisting that words should be followed by 
deeds. Let inspiration be followed by action all along the 
home front.

SUPPLYING WAR NEEDS 


Potential Value of Refugees 


SELECT COMMITTEE CRITICISES WASTE 
OF TALENTS 


The potential value of the contribution refugees could 
make to the country’s war effort is underlined in the Report 
of the Sub-Committee on Home Defence Services of the 
Select Committee on National Expenditure. 

The Report, which was published last week by the 
Stationery Office, expresses the hope that the selection of 
aliens for national service “ will not be hindered merely 
by the failure to devise such safeguards as may be required 
on grounds of security’ It recommends that “more use 
should be made” of the ‘Central Register of Aliens. 

In its reference to this register, the report declares: 
“ The Central Register of Aliens has been compiled mainly 
through the medium of the Society for the Protection of 
Science and Learning and the refugee agencies dealing with 
professional classes. It is largely confined to the * scarcity 
categories ’ of the main Central Register. 

“The qualifications of these aliens are carefully 
examined, with the assistance of the Chairman of Com- 
mittees, before they are enrolled. The aliens registered are 
either friendly aliens, or, if enemy aliens, those remaining 
in Category C (exempted from all restrictions) where they 
have been placed by the Home Office Tribunals. ’ 

“ The Central Register of Aliens at present consists of 
2,655 names, covering a wide field of expert knowledge. 
Twenty of these have been employed by the B.B.C. As 
yet placings are necessarily few since civil employment 
under the Crown is not open to aliens, although they may 
be used by Government Departments in a consultative 
capacity or on a fee basis. 

“The Sub-Committee were informed that, in general, 
resort is only had to the Aliens section of the Central 
Register to fill those vacancies for which aliens would 
naturally be expected to be useful for vacancies in ‘ scarcity 
categories. The Sub-Committee are satisfied that this 
register could perform useful service. 

“ An inspection of a selection from this section of the 
register showed that there is here a wealth of valuable 
material, including some names of international repute. As 
time goes On, increasing demands on this section of the 
register will undoubtedly be made.” 


*DEPLORABLE MISMANAGEMENT’ 
OF REFUGEE QUESTION 


Professor Gilbert Murray’s Warning 


DANGERS OF IGNORANCE AND 
HYSTERIA 


In the course of a letter to Tur Times of Monday, 
Protessor Gilbert Murray delivered a salutary warning 
against allowing their policy as regards the treatment of 
refugees to be designed by ignorance and hysteria. 

“Much of the deplorable mismanagement of the refugee 
question,”’ writes Professor Gilbert Murray, “ is due to haste and 
lack of thought, which, however crue! in its results, may be 
excused in a nation faced by imminent and deadly peril. But it 
is partly due to a deeper cause, of which there were many signa! 
AJnstances in the last war: the tendency of wise and reasonable 
men to yield to public hysteria.” 

Alter referring to the dangerous cry: “ Intern all Germans,” 
which, says, is already taking the form of “ intern all 
foreigners,” the Professor continues : 

“This is the reaction of the average ignorant and unthinkin 
man, who can see no difference between one German an 
another, or, if it comes to that, * between one foreigner and 
another." Oppressor and victim, Fascist and anti-Fascist, are 
all the same to him .. . 

“ Surely our great asset in the eyes of the world is not merely 
that we are fighting for a righteous cause, but that we are a 
decent nation with a high standard of honour.... We do not 

so blinded by the emotions of war as to be unable to 
distinguish between friends and enemics. I am not pleading for 
any slackening of precautions, but, if anything, for greater 
precautions. - our rulers listen to every word which comes 
from Scotland Yard or the responsible Intelligence Services. . . . 
But I tremble for any democracy which yields either to party 
faction or to mob hysteria.” 


FROM GERMANY TO MANCHUKUO 


Reports received in Geneva from Berlin state that many 
German Jews with immigration visas for the United States 
are: proceeding via Russia. Travel bureaux in Berlin are 
selling all-inclusive tickets to Manchukuo for 534 marks 
(£44 10s. at the official pre-war rate of exchange). The 
trains leave Berlin twice a week, and there is a three-hour 
stop at Moscow. 


REFUGEES IN OXFORD 
Chaotic Results of Government Policy 


{From our Correspondent—OxrorD] 


Almost all male refugees in Oxford have been interned. 
The Oxford Refugee Committee’s hostel has been cleared 
of all its thirty boys, aged between sixteen and eighteen, 
who were removed in a motor-coach. . ae 

The Committee is now overwhelmed with applications 
from refugees who have been forced to leave protected 
areas. Three hostels are now, functioning in the city, and 
all are full. In addition, the position of many women (some 
of them with young children) who have suddenly lost their 
domestic employment through no fault of their own ts 

ing increasingly desperate, as few mistresses are now 
willing to take on German maids. 

The situation in Oxford reinforces the arguments for a 
revision of Government policy in this matter. 


U.S. OPENS CONSULATE FOR INTERNEES 


In order to facilitate the handling of applications of 


interned refugees, the American Censular authorities ave 
opened a branch of the immigration department at Liver- 
pool. A large camp for enemy aliens is in that district. 


The British authorities are said to be anxious not 


to impede the emigration of refugees and have been con- 
sidering means whereby internees may be enabled to 
proceed with the necessary arrangements for emigration. 


A number of internees receiving their American visas 


have been released so that they might go to the U.S.A.

MURDERED 


Victims of Robbery 


Mr. George Blake, a well-known geologist employed by 
the Palestine Mining Syndicate (a branch of the Palestine 
Potash Company), and a Jewish constable named Shwiki, 
were shot at and killed by Arab bandits last week. 

Mr. Blake and his party were proceeding to the site of 
the ancient town of Sodom at the southern end of the Dead 
Sea, when they were attacked, It ts believed that the motive 
of the murder was robbery.

SYRIAN LEADER ASSASSINATED 


Dr. Abdurrahman Shahbandar, the Syrian Nationalist 
leader, has, it is reported in Damascus, been assassinated. 
Dr. Shahbandar, a strong advocate of autonomy for Syria, 
led the Nationalist protest against the cession of the Sanjak 
of Alexandretia by France to Turkey. 

The question a the independence of Syria, now under 
French mandate, has assumed enhanced importance since 
the French capitulation. Both Turkey and Iraq, her 
neighbours, are in favour of Syrian independence. 

In certain well-informed quarters the instigation of the 
crime is believed to have come from a small recent group 
in Syria who have for some time been acting under Nazi 
instructions. 


NEW STATUS OF POLICE 


A proclamation by the High Commissioner, recorded in 
the PaLesTine OrriciaL GazetrtTe places the Palestine Police 
Force, consisting of British, Jewish, and Arab constables, 
on a military basis for the duration of the war. The Police 
Force will be subject to Army regulations for the per- 
formance of military duties if required. 

A total of 2.991 Jewish immigrants entered Palestine 
from January 1 to June 30. 


PETACH TIKVAH TOWN COUNCIL 


The first elections since Petach Tikvah has been incor- 
porated as a municipality, took place last week when over 
6,000 electors (86 per cent of the population) participated 
in the election of fifteen councillors. 

Of the elected councillors, six represent the Histraduth, 
three the Farmers, two women, two Hapoel Hamizrachi and 
two the orthodox section.

The Executive of the Jewish Agency and the Presidium 
of the Zionist General Council convened for Wednesday a 
meeting in Jerusalem of all those members of the Zionist 
General Council who are in Palestine.

RUMANIA’S WEEK OF POGROMS 
60 Jews Murdered 


NEW “ AXIS” GOVERNMENT 
RESTORES CALM 


Over 60 Jews were killed and 200 injured in anti-Semitic 
rioting throughout Rumania in the course of the week 
following the occupation of Bessarabia. The worst riot 
was at Dorohoi, Northern Moldavia, on the night of July 3, 
when 40 Jews were killed and over a hundred injured before 
the police succeeded in restoring order. The instigators 
were the lron Guard. 

At Arad, near the Hungarian frontier, the police managed 
to quell a pogrom after six Jews had been killed and 20 
injured. 

Most of the other attacks seem to have been individual 
rather than organised. The following case is typical: David 
Abramowitz, a young Bessarabian Jew, was shot dead while 
travelling in a refugee train between Dorohoi and Jassy. 
A non-Jewish refugee, who had been drinking, accused 
Abramownz as a Jew of being responsible for the debacle 
in Bessarabia. Abramowitz protested and there ‘was a 
heated argument. The man then took out a pistol and shot 
Abramowitz through the head. 

Now that the original confusion has subsided, it seems 
that the new Gigurtu Government is gaining control of 
the situation and that calm has been restored. It is pointed 
out by the Jewish Telegraphic Agency that in spite of its 
anti-Semitic policies and its co-ordination with the Axis, 
the Rumanian Government made every effort to maintain 
order. 


The Nazi Model 


Whether or not anti-Jewish rioting will be renewed in 
the future depends on the policy adopted by the new 
Gigurtu Government. Rumanian Jews are inclined to be 
pessimistic, in view of the presence in the Government of 
so many bron Guardists and Jew-baiters. One of these, M. 
Sima, who was last week appointed Minister of Arts 
and Cults but who has since resigned, proclaimed the 
Governments devotion to the “victorious nationalism ” 
imposed by Germany, and emphasised that religious liberty 
would henceforth be limited to Rumanians. The anti-Jewish 
record of another Minister, George Cuza, is notorious 

The Government has announced that it will tmtroduce 
“integral nationalism” within the country, but will do 
so slowly and methodically in order to maintain confidence 
and calm. There is much talk of impending Jew-laws. 
Jewish journalists have already been dismissed. 

The Federation of Jewish Communities has sent a message 
to King Carol repeating the pledge of loyalty.on the part 
of the Jewish population which the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Safran, 
recently delivered in the Senate. The Jewish Community 
has called on all Jews to aid the refugees from the occupied 
provinces. 

It is estimated that something under 600,000 Jews now 
remain in the reduced Rumania. There are about 380,000 
in the annexed provinces of Bessarabia and Northern 
Bukovina. At least 30,000 Jews fled before the Russian 
advance; and about 10,000 returned to Bessarabia, 


IN THE LOW COUNTRIES 
Nazi Agitators Draw Blank 


In B-'gium, the Nazi Government seems to be pursuing 
the same policy of internal Fascist penetration as in France. 
Nazi newspapers have been started in French and Flemish 
whose chief aim is to incite the population against the Jews. 
The Rexist Party has been revived, two new Fascist Parties, 
one French and the other Flemish, have been formed with 
similar programmes. 

In Holland, the Nazi anti-Semitic drive seems to have 
failed completely. Anti-Jewish incitement seems to leave 
the Dutch people cold, and their attitude towards the Jews 
is said to be even friendlicr than before. To offset 
this failure, the Nazi machine has started the familiar 
process of eliminating the Jews from the industrial, com- 
mercial, and professional life.

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STRANDED IN LISBON 


Last-Minute Ban on Refugees From 
France 


There were pathetic scenes at the United States Cons"- 
late at Lisbon last week when over a hundred refugees 
from France were barred at the last minute from sailing 
for America on the steamer Nea Hellas—the Consul had 
notified the shipping line that all visitors’ visas issued 
since June 6 had been invalidated by Washington. 

Among those who were thus unable to sail was Baron 
Eugene Rothschild, who had gone to France from Vienna 
following his release after a year's imprisonment by the 
Nazis. Lady Rothschild, who is an American citizen. was 
able to leave. Other passengers included M. Max Gotts- 
chalk, the Belgian Jewish leader, accompanied by his family, 
and many refugee families whose departure had been 
facilitated by the Hicem (Hias-Ica Emigration Association). 

the Hicem has received a moving appeal from the town 
of Luchon, in the unoccupied zone of France, appealing 
for aid for about a thousand Jewish refugees congregated 
there and in Toulouse and Montpelier, who must leave 
France. The Spanish authorities have refused them passage 
and the Portuguese are willing to issue transit visas only. 
The appeal is signed by Rabbi Eisenstadt. of Paris. Rabbi 
Sagalovitch, of Brussels, and M. Marc’ Yarblum and M. 
Leon Kubovitsky, Presidents of the French and Belgian 
Jewish Federations respectively, 


U.S. “MERCY Sfp” 
Jewish Specialist’s French Mission 


_The American Red Cross is negotiating with the German 
Government for permission to send a “mercy ship” carry- 
ing supphes for relief work among the millions of refugees 
in the unoccupied pert of France, it is announced in 
Washington. Many of the refugees are Jews. Red Cross 
headquarters state. 


Dr. Edgar Kahn, the noted Jewish brain specialist, who 


was sent by the Red Cross to aid war wounded And civilian - 


refugees in France, has arrived in Bordeaux and has been 
assigned to work in Pau, where the refugee situation is said 
to be appalling. 


EVACUATING POLISH REFUGEES 


Jewish Women and Children—Last 


[From a Correspondent] 

Several hundred Polish Jewish soldiers have arrived in 
England as members of the forces under the command of 
General Sikorski. All of them have taken part in battles 
in France. There are also a number of Jewish officers who. 
I understand, will be assigned as instructors to the new 
Polish force which General: Sikorski intends to form in 
Britain im the very near future. At present negotiations 
are taking place with British authorities about the reorganisa- 
tion of the Polish forces. 

While the number of Jewish soldiers arriving with the 
Polish army is large, the number of Jewish refugees who 
managed to cross from the Continent is very small. Cases 
are reported where Polish Jews who tried to get on a 
Polish boat for evacuation from France were turned away. 
In one Polish ship, out of 1,500 refugees, only one Jew 
was taken on, and even he was subjected to various insults 
on board. 

There can be no doubt that this was done without the 
approval of the Polish authorities. General Sikorski made 
it clear, I learn, that no difference was to be made between 
Jews and non-Jews in Polish ships evacuating trom France. 
But minor Polish officials have obviously not yet learned 
anything and continue to practise discrimination. 

It is, for instance, stated that in two groups of Polish 
refugees which have been taken to Canada, no Jews were 
included, although the refugees were taken free of charge 
in Polish ships and the Canadian Government itself made 
no stipulations. Jewish mothers and children who regis- 
tered with the Polish Consul in London under the Govern- 
ment evacuation scheme have so far not been given facilities 
granted to others. This has caused adverse comment in 
Jewish circles in Britain, and is likely to make a bad impres- 
sion on Jews in Canada, where a Committee has been 
formed to assist Polish Jewish children who may be 
evacuated to Canada.

Willkie said: “ Anti-Semitism is a possible criminal. move- 
ment and every anti-Semite ts a possible traitor to 
America.” He added that the growth of an anti-Semitic 
movement would be a calamity for the U.S.A, 

Mr. Willkie has, at least, his hostility to anti-Semitism 


‘in common with his possible Democrat opponent for the 


Pregidency, Mr. Roosevelt. In his Press conference last 
Friday, when he denounced totalitarianism, Mr. Roosevelt 
said that one of the pre-conditions for permanent peace 
was freedom of religion. 


POLAND AND THE WAR 


Statement by Dr. Schwarzbart 
Dr. J. Schwarzbart, the Jewish member of the: Polish 


National Council, has issued the following statement. 

The seat of the Polish Government and that of the 
Polish National Council is now in Great Britain. Thus 
stress is laid on the determination of Poland and the Polish 
authorittes—the Government, the Army, and the National 
Council-—to link the cause of Poland with that of Great 
Britain and her Empire in this struggle for final victory. 

In the light of recent events, the high standard of Polish 
morale, which was manifested in the resistance offered to 
the invaders of Polish soil, has become more important 
than ever. The most important factor in the struggle being 
maintained by the Polish State, which has now lasted ten 
months, is that Poland was not capitulated 

There is no doubt that this stolid endurance in the battle 
for freedom is welcomed in Great Britain, which country 


_is to-day the stronghold and the only hope of the civilised 


world. This determined and unceasing fight for the free- 
dom of Poland has not only a political but also a moral 
value. By this fact Poland has become an important 
element in the struggle for the freedom of nations and 
States and the progress of mankind, and mt will certainly 
evoke greater understanding of the Polish cause in Britain. 

From the very beginning of the fight Polish Jews have 
taken their part in the Polish Army with enthusiasm. Their 
blood was shed on Polish soil and Polish Jews rallied to 
the banners of the Polish Army abroad—not only refugees 
but also many who had been living abroad for a long time. 
Many Polish Jews have been fighting for Poland in France 
and Norway with conspicuous courage and bravery. Now 
the Polish Army is on British soil. 

Thus Polish Jewry has proved the truth of the words 
addressed to me by the Polish Prime Minister, General 
Sikorski. at the first meeting of the Polish National Council: 
“Here stands the representative of the community which 
has linked its destinies with the destinies of Poland.” 

The greatness of the cause which is at stake in this life 
and death struggle calls for the removal of all discord. All 
that matters now is victory. On a victory over the enemy 
depends the establishment of a new order, and with this 
victory our cause is linked—the cause of Polish Jews. 


HUNGARIAN “OLIVER TWISTS” 
Bigger and Better Jew-Laws 


Amendment of the present Jew-laws to make them more 
rigorous, or the intreduction of a new law regulating the 
Jewish question, is being planned by the Hungarian Govern- 
ment, Count Teleki, the Prime Minister, announged last weck. 

But the Hungarian Nazi Party, unsatisfied, hds introduced 
into the Lower House a Bill to eliminate Jews entirely 
from Hungarian life. One amazing clause see 
Jews from propagating by permitting marriagy: 
between eldest sons and eldest daughters. The Bill 
is believed to have little chance of passage) would also for- 
bid Jews to drive cars, display the Hungarian flag, read, 
write, buy, or sell books not written in Yiddish or Hebrew, 
deal with peasants, or sign legal documents. 

The Budapest Jewish Community estimates that over 
224,000 Jews, representing 40 per cent. of the total Jewish 
population, have already lost their means of livelihood as 
a result of the Jew-laws.

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BACK TO THE BASTILLE 


THE overthrow of France, as swift as it was unexpected, 
will long remain a bitter memory and an unsurpassed 
example of national tragedy. This, it has been wisely 
insisted, is not the time for mutual recrimination. Nor 
should the French surrender, however deplorable in 
some of its aspects, move us to reproach. Rather let us 
remember the agonising plight into which France had 
fallen—her fifteen million terrified fugitives blocking the 
roads while her army was fighting, choking every effort 
at military recovery and in the end breaking the nation’s 
morale: and later, the cruel conflict of loyalties—to her 
Government on the one hand, and to an old comradeship 
on the other: her stunning realisation of her own 
unpreparedness and the tragic incompetence of many of 
her leaders; and the sense of bewildered impotence which 
followed hard upon all this. France, stricken in body 
and soul, has now fallen helplessly into the power of 
the Nazi adventurers, just as Germany herself fell before 
her. The wise and the just will refrain from hasty 
judgment. Instead they will take care to learn profound 
lessons from her fate and to learn those lessons speedily. 

It would be the gravest error to imagine that the 
temporary downfall of France and the temporary sus- 
pension of the Third Republic testify to the inherent 
weakness of the democratic system and the superiority 
of despotic government. If France was ill-prepared, and 
thus left the ready prey of predatory dictators, at least 
much’oMthe cause may be traced to a misguided 
pacifistic spirit which in France, though much more 
so in Britain, confused ideals with ‘accomplished facts, 
and to the individual human weaknesses. which 
sapped the will of the nation to resist, bred 
intrigue, and ultimately placed the national fortunes 
in the hands of compromisers and defeatists. 
Defencelessness is no part of the true democratic creed. 
Nowhere, and never, has it taught that liberty and justice 
should be sacrificed, if necessary, to preserve peace, and 
that it is undemocratic for a free people to protect itself 
by armed force. Certainly in Britain such suicidal 
doctrines find no acceptance now, save among a small 
minority whose power for mischief the nation can smash 
if it but acts with promptness and resolution. Liberals 
and Socialists, men of the Left as well as men of the 
Right, are united in the conviction that democracy can 
only be really free if it is safe! : 

Nevertheless, it would be fatuous in the extreme to 
close one’s eyes to the sombre truth that over all the 
broad stretches of Europe democratic government is not 
merely endangered but actually, for the moment and in 
most places, in dark eclipse. Liberal thought and liberal 
government, which, whatever their accidental faults in 
practice, did inaugurate a long period of freedom and 
in many directions of enlightened progress, are now ruth- 
lessly suppressed. A whole continent is in chains. The 
nineteenth century and the work of the liberal age are 
being undone. And France, whose historic Revolution 
hastened the advent of human freedom, who took the 
lead in the emancipation of the Jews, seems, in her 
downfall, to be completing the disaster. 

Her clarion watchword of “ Liberty, Equality, and 
Fraternity "a watchword which enshrined most of the 
imperious conditions of human advancement and happi- 
ness and which acted as a constant message and inspira- 
tion to all peoples—has been discarded. In its place is 
enthroned the slogan of “ Labour, Family, and Father- 
land "under the compulsion of an infamous dictator- 
ship which has substituted serfdom for labour, separated 
members of families and sown strife and espionage 
among them, and made of the Fatherland a cruel 
Moloch which has destroyed liberty and happiness and 
clamours only that more and yet more citizens be 
sacrificed to its insatiable blood-lust. 


It is inconceivable that the people of France, and, 
indeed, the people of other subjugated lands who like 
them have through centuries to live 
their own liv and are now being bludgeoned into sub- 
mission to the new servitude, will not rise in their wrath 
against it one day, and sooner rather than later. It is 
impossible to believe that the ramshackle “New 
Europe ” of Hitler’s fashioning—a congeries of satellite 
nations, sweating and starving for a degenerate brood of 
desperate, self-seeking, and criminal hooligans—is really 
the last word in human governance. Next Sunday, 
July 14, will be a tragic anniversary of the Storming of 
the Bastille, and the people of France, who were wont to 
celebrate this day as their birthday of freedom, must 


this year realise that calamity has driven them back, 


prisoners once more, to that fortress symbol of tyranny. 
But they will realise also that the day of delivery cannot 
be far off, even though their present position under the 
heel of Hitler must seem to the less stout-hearted as one 
for despair. 

As for the Jews of Europe, they cannot hope to escape 
the fate which has overtaken the other small peoples. 
The brutal bully who has asserted that the lesser nations 
have no rights, and who accordingly treads them down 
remorselessly, will hardly grant Jews even the right to 
live under a tyranny which has worn to efface them. 
Jews did not found the liberal Europe, that liberal Europe 
which for the time has gone. But with it have gone the 
liberties of millions of our people. The march to a 
worthier life has, for the present, been reversed. Can 
that fatal movement be arrested, and Jew and non-Jew 
recover again their inalienable human rights to order 
their own existence? 

The answer is “ Yes “—if every lover of freedom, 
Jew and non-Jew, supports with every fibre of 
his being the one nation that to-day stands between 
humanity and the deluge. At this critical hour for man- 
kind, let every Jew and Jewess utter a solemn vow that, 
come what may and whatever the trials in store, they 
will stand body and soul by Britain, giving all that they 
have, never despairing, never resting, determined that, 
so far as they can achieve it, the crowning disaster of a 
desolate world under the heel of a cruel and remorseless 
master shall not be. Then, under God's providence, 
and in His good time, the miasma of Hitlerism will 
pass, France, in her inherent strength and true to her 
real self, will rise again, a new but better order-in Europe 
will come to birth, and enduring peace will come again 
to all God's distraught and suffering children. 

Only let us quit ourselves like men with a sacred and 
overmastering cause, and this battle for God and His 
Bible —-for it is nothing less—will, and can, have but one 
result-—the liberation of the human race. 


THE DEPUTIES “GO TO IT” 

THe new Board of Deputies met for the first time on 
Sunday, and listened to various reports—including one from 
its War Executive, which was marked by an unmistakably 


workmanlike spirit. The Board also re-elected Professor ’ 


Brodetsky as President, without opposition, and thus regis- 
tered its approval of the work he has already put in during 
his short tenure of the office, and its confidence in both 
his zeal and his capacity. Dr. Brodetsky set an example 
to the Board by announcing that he would devote the 
whole of his coming vacation to the Board's affairs. The 
Deputies, in their turn, renounced their usual two months’ 
vacation. Clearly we have travelled far since the early 
days of the war when a misguided policy relegated the 
Board to a state of idleness “ for the duration.” 


The importance of this body in the conduct of Jewish 
affairs is now being far more widely recognised, and, under 
efficient leadership, it will, it is to be hoped, justify its 
place in the communal economy at this critical juncture. 
Certainly, there is no room in its composition for absentee 
members, and if any there still are who are inclined to pose 
as members while rarely or perhaps never attending the 
meetings—with all that that does to discourage other 


_members and bring the Board into ridicule—then they 


should be sharply called to account by their constituents. 
it that fails then the Board should have no hesitation in 
taking powers to eject them and have others appointed. 


UNNECESSARY COMMITTEES 


THE separate activities of some of the Board's Com- 
mittees have been, with good reason, suspended for the 
time being. The Joint Foreign Committee, however, is not 
among them, although its functions must now obviously 
largely merge in those of the Executive. Perhaps this 
omission is due to the so-called “treaty” which exists 
with one of the represented parties—the Anglo-Jewish 
Association. But it is hardly to be supposed that the 
Association would raise any objection to an evidently 
logical adjustment in present circumstances. As for the 
Committee's routine work, this could surely be left in the 
able hands of its Secretary. 


THE PALESTINE CALL UP 


THE anomalous and confused position of Syria since the 
French capitulation adds a note of doubt to any discussion 
of Palestine’s immediate prospects. The General in com- 
mand of the French forces has declared his intention of 
resisting foreign encroachments. Whether he could stand 
up without British or Turkish help to an Italian attack 
would remain to be seen, and an Italian victory would carry 
the Duce to the Palestinian frontier and to the goal of an 
Italian Palestine, in regard to which the excitable Italian 
Press has recently been spilling an ocean of ink. In the 
circumstances of uncertainty which characterise the whole 
of the Middle East, the British Authorities in Palestine 
are now calling for volunteers for the Royal Air Force and 
other units of the defence forces, and a recruiting cam- 
paign is in full swing, with the assistance of the Jewish 
Agency, among the Jewish residents in the country. There 
need by no doubt as to the result. From the very outset 
the Yishuv has pressed its offers of military co-operation 
upon the attention of responsible quarters. .It had every 
incentive to do so, and not least the feeling that it would 
be defending the land on which the Jews’ dearest hopes were 
fastened, and which they had already rebuilt with their 
sweat and blood. Where else could more staunch 
defenders have been found of this ancestral soil—or indeed 
of the whole British effort on which the fate of Jewish ideals 


hangs? If their eager offers of support had been accepted 
when they were first made, a veritable army of trained Jews 
would by now have been ready for any emergency. One 
can only hope that enthusiasm and alertness will atone in 
no inconsiderable part for the time so regrettably lost. 


JEWS, AND THE NATION'S WAR EFFORT 


Many, indeed very many, Jews are co-operating heartily 
in the nation’s war effort, whether in the armed forces or 
the various civilian services. But it is imperative that this 
co-operation should attain the maximum possible dimen- 
sions in the Jewish as in other communities. In particular 


, there may be some who may be hesitant as to which 


service they are best fitted for, or who may be a little 
confused by the great variety of opportunities offered, or 
in ignorance as to how and where to volunteer and the 
exact calls that will be made upon their help. It is as 
well, therefore, that the Board of Deputies has undertaken 
to offer guidance and has, for this purpose, opened a special 
department at Woburn House. In addition, it proposes 
shortly to publish full particulars of the many forms of 
service open to Jews as well as, of course, non-Jews. That 
this step will evoke an eager response from any Jews and 
Jewesses alike who may not at present be “ doing their bit,” 
we do not question. The time when a small professional 
army fought the nation’s battles and ensured its safety are 
gone. To-day the fight is a peoples’ struggle. Everyone 
is in it, and may be so in intense fashion before many days 
are past. The people's fight for hearth and home demands 
the whole people's efforts for their own salvation. That 
is why all of us must give of their best, and, in the words 
of Mr. Morrison's slogan, “ Go to it! ” 


GIVE THE TRUTH A CHANCE 

VerY important work in assisting the national effort is 
comprised in the tasks of explaining, of admonishing, of 
encouraging, and of bracing the population to strenuous 
and sustained service in the thousand and one ways in 
which victory may be helped and speeded. Contacts with 
the masses must be continuous. Negligence of speech and 
action, begotten by momentary lapses by individuals from 
“eternal vigilance,” must be guarded against. Propaganda, 
whispered or blatant, must be ruthlessly and efficiently 
counteracted. The truth must be told, the good as well as 
the ill. so that the people's balance may be preserved and 
unjustified depression and panic averted. The people must 
be taught to see the situation whole, to understand the 
significance of the boundless and inexhaustible resources 
of Britain, and her unbreakable will to victory. The hearten- 
ing lessons of history must be driven home. And, above 
all, the people must never be allowed to forget what it is 
that the British Empire, single-handed, is fighting for, the 
gravity and immensity of the issues, their fatefulness for the 
peace, the security, the happiness, and ideals of all mankind, 
including themselves, and for the future of their children 
and their children’s children. 


TELL THE PEOPLE 


In all this the call is to the Jewish and to every other 
community, group, and section in the country. It is satis- 
factory, therefore, to learn that the Council for Jewish Adult 
Education is busily answering it, in consultation with the 
Ministry of Information, It is gratifying, too, to have the 
assurance of the Deputies’ Executive Committee that they 
are considering how best to explain the situation and the 
duty of every citizen to maintain morale and make his 
utmost contribution to the national effort. And it is reas- 
suring to hear from them that appropriate steps are already 
in hand, through the medium of the press, of meetings, 
and of Jewish societies of every kind. This work cannot 
be too prolonged, too searching, or too far-ranging. It must 
reach every organised and suitable body, and, as far as 
possible, every individual, until all are saturated with the 
knowledge of realities and geared to a hundred-per-cent. 
fearless, unfailing, never-despairing labour for the common 
victory. Given that, the whole course of the war so far 
will be abruptly reversed, the day of Hitler's easy victories 
will be past, and the evil of Nazism will be shattered on the 
resolute will of a people which treasures its freedom above 
all else and never accepts defeat. It is the great, historic 
réle of a great and noble people. And in its performance 
every Jewish man and woman must and will be prepared 
to take a worthy and unforgettable share. To that end let 
English Jewry organise, through speech and deed, so that 
even the worst of its ill-wishers may acknowledge that on 
the historic testing-day British Jews did their full duty. 


EVACUATING CHILDREN OVERSEAS 


At the moment, the Government's scheme for the evacua- 
tion of British children to the Dominions is suspended so 
far as new applications are concerned. It is to be hoped 
that it will be resumed as soon as the first rush is dealt 
with and sufficient convoy is available. Jewish parents 
are, it is understood, included among the earlier applicants, 
though any estimate of their number cannot be made. It is 
possible that in this matter the ban on parents accompanying 
the temporary emigrants may exert a deterrent effect, No 
one will be so foolish as to criticise those who are anxious 
to find greater safety for their children, and the fact that 
the Dominions have made their offers and that the British 
Government are taking advantage of them would be the 


best answers to any complaints that might be made. The - 


position, however, is very fluid and changes from day to 
day. From that may flow a certain amount of ignorance, 
and a tendency to abandon original intentions. The Jewish 
authorities, therefore, in their campaign of explanations 
would do well to make clear the position from time to 
time. Published guidance, too, given with suitable fre- 
quency, would be found extremely helpful,

THE PROBLEM OF THE AGUNAH 


Method of Avoiding Hardship 
BETH DIN’S STATEMENT 


The following statement has been issued by the London 
Beth Din: 

A meeting was-held at the Beth Din to which were invited 
Rabbis, MinistayS, and representatives of the Jewish Associa- 
tion for the Protection of Girls, Women, and Children, and 
the Council tor the Amelioration of the Legal Positien of the 
Jewess. It was called in view of the document drawn up 
by the Beth Din. in mitigation of the hardships arising from 
the Agunah problem which was so rife during and after the 
Great War (1914-1918), and to consider the best way of making 
this document widely known and utilised by married men who 
proceed on active service. ; 

it was agreed that it was of vital importance that the docu- 
ment and its nature should be made widely known, recommended, 
and utilised, and that the best way of doing so would be 
to invite the co-operation of the communal organisations, the 
Jewish Friendly Societies, and the Jewish Press 

Agunah, mentioned above, is the technical term denoting a 
married woman who has not definite information sufficient to 
establish her widowhood Such cases arise mostly in wars 
where men disappear without any trace. Presumption of death 
is not admissible in Jewish Law to allow remarriage 

The proposed document is in effect an instruction by the 
husband to certain persons nominated by him. that after the 
expiration of one year from the date of the official proclama- 
tion of peace in England, in the event of the husban¢ having 
failed to return from war service to his wife. cither of the 
persons nominated by him should write a Get on his behalf 
to effect a religious divorce therewith and to hand such Get to 
his appointed delegate for delivery 

As is obvious, this document, which is nor a conditional 
Get, does not in any way whatsoever interfere with the existing 
relationship and legal status of husband and wife. until ‘an 
unfortunate contingency should make it necessary to proceed 
with the Ger. The document is so designed that, in strict 
accordance with the Jewish Law, every thoughtful husband, 
on being called away to war service, can and should safeguard 
his wife against any possible contingency, however remote, of 
becoming an Agunah, by acting in accordance with the measure 
drawn up by the Beth Din, and getting into immediate touch 
with the Jewish Chaplain of his unit, or with the Minister of 
his Synagogue, who will then communicate with the Beth Din. 


BRITISH AGUDAS ISRAEL 


At a meeting of the British Agudas Israel, presidéd over 
by Mr. H. A. Goodman, Rabbi Dr. Schonfeld gave a report 
on his visit to the internment camps for enemy aliens in 
the Isle of Man. 

Besides the arrangements now being made at cach of the 
internment camps to establish kasher kitchens for the 
Orthodox people, it was reported that many of the refugees 
are receiving parcels of kasher food through the Joint 
Orthodox Jewish Refugee Committee. 

At the same meeting the question of Jewish children to 
be evacuated to Canada within the Government scheme 
was discussed.

MEAT RATIONING IN 
MANCHESTER 


Effect on Shechita Board 


[From our Correspondent} 


In presenting the annual report to a meeting of the Man- 
chester Shechita Board last weck, Mr. R. Barrow-Sicree, 
President, expressed, on behalf of the Jewish Community, 
thanks to all the Government departmental controllers who, 
with their ready advice and assistance, had done so much to 
place the supply of kasher meat on a satisfactory basis. The 
introduction ef rationing on a percentage basis, said Mr. 
Sicree, meant a corresponding reduction tn the consump- 
tion of meat, but the prices fixed by the Ministry of Food 
in view of war-time conditions could not be considered 
excessive, and the improved conditions which might be 
expected after the initial disorganisation justihed the view 
that the income of the Board would not fall too far 
below its normal requirements. 

Mr. Sicree saidethat the Board's expenditure during the 
year was £11,161 and its income £11,334. The income was 
showing a gradual decrease, which, he anticipated, would 
continue as the war went on. 

The Chairman spoke with gratitude of those Christian tamilies 
who, during the past winter, had given hospitality to Jewrsh 
child cvacuces from Manchester and Saliord Ihe Christian 
clergy in the various reception areas had encouraged thew com- 
munities to show respect towards the fewrh evacuces observ- 
ance of their own religion and traditions. The Board had, said 
Mr. Sicree. been able to co-operate with other Jewish bodies 
in the provision of Jewish education for the evacuated children

Second Hostel to be Opened

Plans have been completed for the opening of another 
hostel for Glasgow Jewish evacuee children at Castle 
Douglas, Kirkcudbrightshire. The new hostel, which 
will accommodate over 100 boys and girls, will be run on 
similar lines to the hostel that was recently established at 
Skelmorlie, Ayrshire. 

Details of the scheme were outlined at a meeting last 
week of the Religious Instruction Emergency Committee 
of the Glasgow Jewish Education Board, over which Mr. 
lL. Daets, J.P.. presided. Dr. M. Friedlander and Mr. B. 
Glasser reported on a visit which they had made to Castle 
Douglas. They had interviewed Mr. Crawford, Director 
of Education for Kirkcudbrightshire, and Mr. MacBoyle, 
County Clerk, who said that in view of the success of the 
hostel at Skelmorlie, local education authorities had thought 
that a similar hostel for Jewish children should be opened 
at Castle Douglas. Ht was stated tivat a suitable house had 
been found, and ut would be used chiefly for children from 
the Battlefield, Queens Park, and Hiilhead Schools, 
Glasgow. 

The financial position of the Skelmorlie Hostel was stated 
to be satisfactory, the increased allowance made by the 
Government for the maintenance of evacuces having proved 
beneficial.

LEEDS JEWISH HOSPITAL UNDER 
WAR CONDITIONS 


Christian Patients’ Appreciation 
{From our Correspondent} 


At the 34th annual meeting of the Herzl Moser Hospital, 
Leeds, held at the Jewish Institute, the President, Mr. L. L. 
Zossenheim, spoke appreciatively of the efforts of the 
Honorary Visiting Staff and the R.M.O. 

Mr. J. Gillinson, Treasurer, pointed out that with only 
three months of war last year there was a deficit of £769, 
and unless some special effort was nade during the present 
year, there were very anxious times ahead. The annual 
subscriptions had increased slightly, but they were very 
much below the amount that could be collected from that 
source. The weekly subscribers were the mainstay of the 
Hospital, with their voluntary subscriptions and contributory 
schemes. He expressed thanks to them and also to the 
Chairman of the annual concert, Mr. S. H. Lyons, and his 
Committee; to the Chairman of the annual dance, Mr. I. 
Kauffman, and his Committee; to the organisers of the 
boxing tournament; to Mr. Blackston, the Hon. Solicitor, 
and to the Hon. Accou®tants, Messrs. Wm. Clayton and 
Company. 

Alderman H. Morris, J.P., voiced the thanks of the Com- 
munity for the Hospital's work. 

The Chairman of the Hospital, Mr. Henry Freedman, 
said that from September 3 last the dospital had been under 
orders from the Ministry of Health, and only acute 
cases could be admitted. Within the last few months, a 
number of non-Jewish patients had been admitted, who 
had expressed their appreciation in a very generous manner. 
In the interests of public safety, the visiting hours had to be 
limited in order to avoid congestion: the visiting days were 
now on Wednesday and Sunday, for half an hour on 
each day. Mr. Geoffrey Hyman had been appointed 
Honorary Orthopaedic Surgeon. 

Several speakers paid tribute to the Hospital staff for 
their loyal services. 

Mrs. Freedman reported on the work of the Ladies’ Com- 
mittee, and referred, in particular, to the efforts of Mrs. 
B. Harris. A Red Cross Centre had been established at 
the Hospital, and many ladies had joined in this war effort. 
They devoted two afternoons each week, and did excellent 
work. 

The following were re-elected: Messrs. L. L. Zossenheim, 
President: R. Camrass, S. Wolfson, and L. Goodman, Vice- 
Presidents; H. Freedman, Chairman, S. H. Lyons and A. V. 
Gould. Vice-Chairmen: J. Gillinson, Treasurer; and the 
Revs. Dr. J. Abelson and A. S. Super, Joint Hon. Secretaries.

B.U.F. OUTLAWED 


Attempted Come-Back Foiled 
SECRET PREPARATIONS FOR “ MOSLEY’S 
RELEASE 

[From our Special Correspondent] 


From now on it will be an offence to belong to Sir 
Oswald Mosley’s British Union of Fascists, according to an 


order made on Wednesday by Sir John Anderson, the Home . 


Secretary. It will be illegal to summon a meeting of 
members or managers of the B.U.F.; attend any such meet- 
ing in the capacity of a member or manager, publish any 
notice or advertisement relating to an) eeting, invite 
people to support the B.U.F.. of make/or accept any) 
contributions or loans to B.U.F. funds. ° 

The Government action follows renewed activity by the 
B.U.F.. which had followed the detention of Mosley and 
other Fascist leaders. 

Of course no one expected the B.U.F.—at’‘ least the 
rank-and-file of it which has not vet been ‘mnterned-—to 
remain entirely inactive. The internment of the leaders ha 
in many ways encouraged the subversive activities of thes 
clements, who felt that they were acting as heroes in “keeping 
the flag of British Union flying,” as one Blackshirt told a 
friend of mine, pending “ Mosley’s release.” 

What Blackshirts have been doing is to maintain contact 
with each other locally, and get into touch now and again 
with other districts. In Bethnal Green. for instance. local 
headquarters in Roman Road (formerly Green Street) were 
firmly bolted, but I have been told that Fascists had been 
seen to enter the premises through a side entrance. This 
week, the premises were raided by the police and searched. 

Meetings were also being held in private rooms—in 
the Borough Council flats at the corner of Roman Road and 
Cambridge Road, and in a block of flats in Globe Road 

At these meetings propaganda work was discussed, and 

_ preparations made to distribute anti-Jewish and pro-Nazi 
leaflets. I have seen one of these home-duplicated leaflets. 
It alleges that this is a Jewish war, and that the only wa\ 
to get peace is to kick the Jews out and come to terms with 
Hitler. Printed leaflets distributed in the East End this 
week are believed to have been prepared some months ago. 
Thousands of leaflets are said to have been in stock, each 
topical at some given. moment. 

The B.U.F. recently cleared out of its tormer head- 
quarters in Great Smith Street, Westminster, and acquired 
rooms in Westbourne Park Road, W., in an old house 

A good deal of speculation was roused among local 
inhabitants when the B.U.F. moved in, as the vans carrving 
the various papers and files had, they say. the letters 
“ W.D.” painted on the windscreen and the War Department 
arrow-head sign. 


More Detentions 


The Preorte says that substitute leaders had been active 
They include the wives of mterned members: and several of 
them have now been rounded up.

SIR BARRY DOMVILE AND 
THE NAZIS 


The name of Admiral Sir Barry Domvile, detained with 
his wife this week.under the Defence Regulations, will be 
familiar to readers of Tue JewrsH CuHronicie. Sir Barry 
was formerly a leading member of the Anglo-German 
Fellowship and Chairman of “The Link.” Of this body, 
Sir Barry declared: “ Herr Hitler himself is very keen on it. 

He and Lady Domvile were among the guests at a 
dinner party given by Mosley shortly before the war. Also 
present were Colonel Moore-Brabazon, Captain Ramsay 
(now detained), and Major-General J. F. C. Fuller. 

Sir Barry visited Germany on several occasions as guest 
of leading Nazis, including Hitler and Himmler, head of the 
Gestapo. Articles by him in the ANGLO-GeRMAN REVIEW, 
the organ of the Anglo-German Fellowship, expressed sup- 
port for Nazi activity and also hostility to Jews. 

He was at Salzburg a month before the outbreak of war 
when Sir Samuel Hoare, then Home Secretary, told the 
House of Commons that “ The Link ” was being used as an 
instrument of German propaganda. “ The Link ” was later 
stated to have been disbanded. 

In a recent case at Bristol in which Olive Evelyn 
Baker (39), of Bath, said to be a member of the B.U.F., was 
sentenced to five years’ imprisonment for advertising 
German wireless propaganda, it was alleged, according to 
a report appearing in the Dauy Mam, that a letter 
found in her rooms came from Sir Barry Domvile. In it he 
was said to have described the Nazi “ New British Broad- 
castine Station” as “grand,” and added, “ Ramsay asked 
questions about it in the House and gave it a good advert.” 


TRADES ADVISORY COUNCIL 
Extended Programme of Work 


Ata meeting of the Trades Advisory Council which works 
in liaison with the Defence Committee of the Board of 
Deputies, Mr. Cyril Ross tendered his resignation as Chair- 
man owing to pressure of work. It was accepted with regret. 
and a tribute was paid to the services he has rendered to the 
Council since its inception. Mr. Alec Nathan. was elected 
Chairman in his place, with Mr. Theo. H. Fligelstone and 
Mr. H. E. Pollitzer as Vice-Chairmen. 

A programme of work, which will considerably increase 
the scope of the Council's activities and will necessitate a 
special secretariat, will be undertaken. It will imeclude 
research for the purpose of compiling such data as will 
enable the organisation to act as an information bureau in 
all matters affecting Jews in Commerce and industry. 

[he Council will also act as a clearing-house for news 
and information relating to trade practices, trade legislation, 
and labour conditions, It will be prepared to advise business 
houses on such matters as the institution of welfare schemes, 
the formation of War Savings Groups, and other directions 
in which the business man can assist the national effort. 

The work will be carried out in consultation with the Law 
and Parliamentary Committee and the Defence Committee. 
The Council will include representatives of every trade, and 
committees representing particular trades will be set up.

RENT AGREEMENTS IN STEPNEY

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


DESIGN FOR LIVING 


It would be a tragedy of the first magnitude if man 
remained impervious to the advice of R. Judah. the son 
of Tema, in the chapter of the Ethics of the Fathers pre- 
scribed for this week (v. 24). Whether one agrees or dis- 
agrees with the fourteen categories into which he has sub- 
divided life's pilgrimage matters little. The spear-head of 
his observation is that there must be a design for living, 
and that our days must not be spent aimlessly and higgledy- 
piggledy but according to a definite programme, intelligently 
and methodically planned. “ At five years the age 1s reached 
for the study of the Scripture, at ten for the study of the 
Mishna. .. .°; but read the complete statement for your- 
self. You will find therein a challenge to those who plan 
their business campaign and social rounds but who gloss 
over or ignore their spiritual responsibilities: you will find 
therein a challenge also to those who spend time and money 
in the consulting chamber of the specialist, the psycho- 
analyst, and the clairvoyant, but who spurn the sound advice 
so generously ee by Israel's teachers, to whom life was 
as an open book. By mapping out life's daily round accord- 
ing to a prescribed chart, we shall be spared many of the 
ills that drive us to the consultations of the physicians. To 
acquire this philosophy, a radical transformation of human 
nature has first to take place, for man prizes those things 
most for which he pays most heavily. The advice of the 
physician is unquestioning obeyed, because it is obtained 


at a high fee; the pithy maxims of our teachers questioned © 


because they are proclaimed from the house-tops and at 
every street-corner, so to speak. “The golden currents 
in the stream of life rush past us. and we hear nothing 
but sound; the angels come to visit us, and we only know 
that they have come after they have gone.” It requires 
an Abraham to await their unexpected coming, and then to 
make the most of their transient stay. In view of this 
characteristic failing of human nature. is there anv wonder 
then that when God ‘promises us immunity from the plagues 
that drove Egypt to emancipate Israel (Ex. xv. 26). he does 
so on the mandate “for I the Lord, am thy healer.” When 
man learns to follow_the prescription for life abundant so 
legibly drawn up for afl to read in the Torah, then one of 
the greatest revolutions in history shall have taken place. 
Man shall then be ascending for a second time to snatch 
law of life from heaven's peaks and God will be des- 
nding to meet him half-way. 

Design for living! Is not the main aim of Judaism to 
cultivate an orderly mind? Is not this the target at which 
our Six Orders of the Mishna, our weekly Sidra and annual 
Seder—two words connoting “order’—our Shulchan Aruch. 
that well-laid-out table of laws, all carefully aim? The 
well-ordered life is characterised in an earlier statement of 
the current Perek (v. 10) thus: “he is not hasty to answer; 
he questions according to the subject matter, and answers 
to the point. He speaks upon the first thing first, and the 
last last; and regarding that which he has not urderstood 
he says: “1 do not understand it, and he always acknow- 
ledges the truth.” The very reverse of all this is to be 
found in the one who drifts along life’s ean without 
chart or compass and not knowing the port for which he is 
bound. 

Among the attractive holiday features arranged by rail- 
way companies before the war there used to be the 
“Surprise Train,” which took its passengers to some destina- 
tion unknown to them on starting. To beguile their time, 
the station-master would hand each some little novelty. 
The idea of this venture was to provide a happy holiday 
for those who would not take the trouble of planning one 
out for themselves. One may be sure that at journey’s 
end not all of the passengers left happier or wiser; for how 
can one plan happiness for all? And yet, is not this true 
of our spiritual life? People expect to be piloted to 
Heaven, somehow or other, without the slightest effort on 
their own part, by better or kindlier ways of living, to 

ve the way towards that happiness. The world finds 
itself to-day in travail, because though it has ascended the 
heights of material progress it has left its soul below in the 
dale. What does it benefit a man to be buried in his 
business whilst he is still alive, gaining the world, but losing 
his soul? One is reminded of the late Karel Capek’s “Insect 
Play.” in which each insect plans methodically to add to 
his pile, but ignores the higher calls of life. Verily, with- 
out a design for living, man leads a narrow and selfish life, 
working hard to amass more things, in order to get more 
things with which to get yet more things. Therein not 
happiness lies. Man would do wisely to heed, as life 
forges relentlessly ahead, the advice given by Isaiah to 
Israel's last king: “Set your house in order.” For only a 
well-ordered life can irradiate man’s vision and reveal to 
him the stars to which false lights have blinded him.

CHILDREN’S EVACUATION 
OVERSEAS 


Jewish Committee Set Up by Deputies 


With the approval and the official recognition of the 
Children’s Overseas Reception Boa:d (he body set up by 
the Government recently to deal with the evacuation of 
children between five and sixteen to the Dominions) a 
Jewish Children’s Overseas Evacuation Committee has been 
set up by the Jewish Board of Deputies tp assist “ C.O.R.B.” 
in all matters affecting Jewish children who have been 
provisionally accepted under the scheme. The Deputies 
Committee includes, in addition to the Board, representatives 
of the following: the Chief Rabbinate, the British section 
of the World Jewish Congress, the Movement for the Care 
of Children, the B'nai Brith, the Agudath Israel, and the 
Union of Jewish Women. 

The reception of children from this country in homes 
suitable to their religious upbringing is very largely a 
matter for the Jewish communities overseas dealing with 
this question. 

The adjustment to their new homes of children is com- 
paratively simple when parents here have arranged to send 
them to nominated homes of friends abroad. It is in cases 
where homes have not been nominated that the Board of 
Deputies Committee can be of assistance. 

Jewish parents of children who have registered with, and 
been provisionally accepted by. “ C.O.R.B.” are invited to 
apply to the Jewish Committee for a form to be filled in. 
On the basis of the information thus obtained, the Com- 
mittee will seek through its contacts with communities over- 
seas to give those communities information which will ease 
therr task of providing suitable homes for the children. 
Offers of homes have already been received from the com- 
munities in the Dominions and the U.S.A., and the various 
bodies in each reception country have been urged to 
centralise and co-ordinate their work. 

The Committee 1s prepared to receive a limited number 
of applications from persons who wish to help as escorts 
for children. Suitable applications, which must in the first 
place satisfy in every respect the general requirements laid 
down by “C.O.R.B.” will be referred for approval and 
appointment to that body. Among the particulars required 
by “C.O.R.B.” from applicants to serve as escorts are those 
relating to experience in the control and supervision of 
groups of children, the welfare of children, and sea travel- 
ling. Escorts must satisfy “C.O.R.B.” as to their physical 
fitness. 

The fact should be emphasised that applications for 


registration, when they are again open, should be made 
direct to the Children’s Overseas Reception Board, at 45 
Berkeley Street, London, W.1, and not to the Board of 
Deputies Committee.

Ihe most obvious and readils 
adopted remedy for tired hot 
feet is to purchase a pair of cool, 
light sandals. But unfortunately 
many women have proved to their 
cost that this procedure, far 
iiom affording relief, can bring 
in its train a crop of new discom- 
forts in the shape of blisters and 
rubs, and that moreover, after 
the first relief experienced in 
taking off the hot ordinary shoe, 
the sandal develops a new heat 
of its own, to which are added 
pains in the foot and ankle 
occasioned by either the lack of 
proper support or the misshapen 
form that the sandal may assume, 

Sandals. if they are to afford com- 
fort. must be scientifically cut and built 
so that they fit perhaps more exactly than 
da.ordinary, tvpes of shoe. And this matters 
even more for the children. whose young 
bones are still soft. and can be deformed so 
easily. So you should never buy sandals that 
are not cut on a proper shoe last, and 
you should ask your shoeshop assistant 
to confirm this detail.

SANDAL SENSE: 


Don’t suffer with hot and aching feet ! 


In choosing a child's sandal, allow plenty 
of toe room but see that the heel section 
fits snugly and that the soles are pliable and 
are not made all in one piece with the heel. 
When sandals are new they should never 
be worn without socks. The blisters which 
uimost inevitably occur when socks are not 
first worn take far longer to tend and cure 
than the time taken up in washing out a 
dozen pair of children’s socks, 


The feet should be carefully tended, 


whether in children or adults. Toe-nails 
should be cut straight across, and corns 
or abrasions watched for. If your feet swell 
with the heat, soak them regularly in warm 
water, to which may be added a handful 
of soda, or a few boracic crystals, or, if 
you don't object to the slight discoloration, 
a few crystals of permanganate of potash. 
Dry vour feet carefully and dust them with

Jewish Cookery 
GREEN PEAS 


Peas with Savoury Kleis 

Make the batter for the “kleis” as follows: 
Cut a slice of stale bread into very ‘small 
dice and fry crisp in a little margarine, and 
fry also a tablespoonful finely chopped 
onion till lightly browned. Put 3 table- 
spoonfuls flour in a bowl with seasoning of 
salt and pepper, drop an egg into the centre 
with a little milk, mix smoothly and add 
sufficient milk to form a batter that will 
coat the back of the spoon. Leave (to stand 
at least an hour and just before using add 
the fried bread and onion. Put 2 Ib. or 
more shelled peas into a rather large sauce- 
pan, season with salt and pepper, add a 
sprig of mint, } teaspoonful sugar, and 4 oz. 
margarine, pour over sufficient boiling milk 
and water to cover well and cook gently 
till nearly soft, then remove mint and drop 
in the savoury batter in teaspoonfuls, cook 
for another 10 or 15 minutes, when the 
“ kleis ” will be well puffed up and cooked 
through. Served with a dish of young 
= this makes an excellent light supper 

ish. 

N.B.—Be sure and save pea pods for soup. 
Cut off the ends and cook for half an hour 
in sufficient water or vegetable stock to cover 
well, add a few spring onions including 


green and outside lettuce leaves, and, if you 


have any, a few radish tops. Rub through 
a sieve, add 1-14 gills milk and thicken with 
margarine and flour as you would a white 
sauce. After coming to the boil, simmer for 
a few minutes and add 2 teaspoonfuls 
of chopped parsley.

TAKE 2 or more Ibs. shelled peas, put in

Foot troubles are so easy to acquire—and so

talc powder or with common starch. If you 
find that some new shoes cause your 
heels to blister it is a good plan to rub 
a little soap over the outside of your 
stockinged heel before first wearing the 
shoes.

During hot weather change your shoes 
at least two or three times a day, and be 
sure to change the children’s shoes as 
well. In no circumstances 
does the saying “a change ts 
as good as a _ rest” apply 
more aptly than to the wearing 
of shoes. Moreover, shoes will 
wear far more economically 
if you keep several pairs going 
and change them regularly. 


Several Pairs 


It is false economy to depend 
on one pair or to let your 
children depend on one pair, 
even though there the 
“ budgetary difficulties insepar- 
able from buying clothes and 
shoes for children that they 
quickly grow out of. Through 
unsuitable shoes in early child- 
hood you may set up physical 
troubles that will endure through- 
out life, with what cost to 
temper and health'no one can 
compute. 

The wearing of = properly 
supporting shoes will also help to. pro- 
tect your legs from enlarged veins and 
similar troubles, especially if you have to 
be on your feet for a long time. 

You should remember. by the way, that 
as a civilised individual, your wearing of 
shoes is part of your daily life, and if 
vou will train your feet to wear shoes 
comfortably, they will react as you desire 
them to.

Peas and Eggs 


POACHED eggs and peas make a good main 
course dish when meat is off the menu. 
Either dish the poached egg straight on to 
the peas or put them on toast in the middle 
of the dish and surround with the peas. 

For egg croquettes. Melt 1 oz. margarine, 
stir in 1 oz. flour, and gradually add 4 pt. 
milk, stir till it boils, then add 4 chopped 
hard boiled “ees. chopped parsley, salt, and 
pepper, and if liked little onion juice. Mix 
thoroughly and spread on a plate till cold. 
With floured hands form into croquettes, 
brush with beaten egg, roll in crumbs, and 
fry in deep fat a golden brown; drain well. 
Arrange the peas in a hot dish and pile 
croquettes on top. 

Peas with stated eges. Cut lengthways 4 
hard boiled eggs and remove yolks. ix 
with 4 teaspoonfuls grated cheese, 1 oz. 
margarine, and little chopped parsley, salt 
and pepper.

Drain on Resources 
FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY THIS YEAR 


In moving the adoption of the report and accounts for 
1939 of the Home and Hospital for Jewish Incurables. at 
the annual meeting which was held last week at 127, Middle- 
sex Street, E., Sir Charles D. Seligman, Vice-President, men- 
tioned the fact that this year marked the fiftieth anniversary 
of their foundation. 

Sir Charles presided in the absence of the President, 
Viscount Bearsted, who is engaged on national service. 

Their finances, said the Chairman, would not enable them 
to carry on on the same scale as hitherto. There had been 
a considerbale drain on their resources, «mongst which the 
cost of evacuation to the country was an important 
item. Law 27 had therefore been so amended that future 
legacies, unless otherwise expressly directed in the bequest, 
could be used for the ordinary purposes of the institution 
and not funded as hitherto. 

The fiftieth anniversary of the institution, he continued. 
would have been a suitable occasion to do something on 
a big scale had the war not intervened. But he still 
harboured the thought that they might at some future time 
flourish this jubilee in the faces of their friends and sub- 
scribers and extract from them a little more financial aid 
in connection with that auspicious occasion. 

Sir Charles thanked the Aid Societies for their valuable 
support. 

Mr. Alfred Isaacs seconded the adoption of the report 
and accounts, which were agreed to. 

Viscount Bearsted was re-elected President: Mr. .S. Japhet, 
Lady (Stuart) Samuel, Viscount Samuel, Mr. Anthony de 
Rothschild, and Sir Charles D. Seligman, Vice-Presidents: and 
Lord Swaythling and the Hon. Marcus R. Samuel Treasurers. 
The Board of Management and Hon. Auditors, Messrs. 
Geoffrey Schofield and Co., were also re-elected. 

The annual meeting of the parent body was preceded by those 
of the North-West and East London Aid Societies, which were 
presided over by Mr. Leopold Lazarus and Mr. Arthur Franks 
respectively. 

Mr. Neville Hyman was elected the new President of the Fast 
London Aid Society in succession to Mr. Victor Burton. 


CAREERS ADVICE 


It will perhaps not come amiss to remind readers, in 
view of several inquiries received recently on questions of 
national service to help along the country’s war effort, that, 
as reported on the front page of Tue Jewish CHRONICLE 
last week, the Board of Deputies has set up a department 
specially to give assistance in such matters to members of 
the Community. The address of the Board is Woburn 
House, Upper Woburn Place, London, W.C.1. 

Some time ago attention was drawn in this. feature to 
the guidance that can be obtained on current demand in 
commerce and industry from the detailed list published 
monthly to the Press bw the Ministry of Labour and 
National Service on the unemployment situation. The rise 
and fall of employment in the main groups of industry are 
set out. The figures for the month May 20 to June 17 show 
a big drop in unemployment, due mainly, one supposes, 
to the absorption of people into the industries which in 
one way or another are helping along the nation’s present 
great effort. But there is a trend which should be of interest 
to parents considering this summer the placing especially 
of their daughters in work: the lists show an increase of 
over 6,000 unemployed in the tailoring, dressmaking, and 
millinery trades. Obviously. therefore, it is advisable to 
consider carefully before entering those trades at the 
moment. 

In the latest announcements concerning changes in the 
Schedule of Reserved Occupations a few new entries have 
been made reserving certain workers in the cotton textile 
trades and certain tool makers, while the age of reservation 
has been lowered (from 30 to 25) for many types of worker 
in, among others, carbon goods, cotton textile, and 
chemical trades. But it is noted that the reservation 
accorded to students of recognised wireless telegraphy 
schools will not apply in the cases of students who began 
their studies on or after July 1, 1940.

In the case of Moses the Biblical informa- 
tion is supplemented by a great wealth of 
Rabbinical legend; some ot these stories are 
of great interest. I propose to tell you a 
few of them. 


A Howse Licut 


When Moses was born. the whole house 
was filled with light. This 1s deduced from 
the fact that his mother found him a goodly 
child, while “God saw the light that it 
was good.” In this connection the Rabbis 
have an interesting explanation of the fact 
that in the Genesis text the phrase ~ God 
saw that tt was good” is omitted in regard 
to the creation of the waters on the second 
day. Because Moses was to be exposed 
to peri! on the waters it would have been 
mappropriate to apply to them the term 
“good.” In the Song by the Red Sea the 
text refers to “ Miriam, the prophetess, the 
sister Of Aaron.” The Rabbis note that she 
is not, as might have been expected, des- 
cribed as the sister of Moses. They explain 
that she became a prophetess while she 
was still only the sister of Aaron, that is. 
before Moses was born. She prophesied 
that her mother would have another son who 
would become the rescuer of Israel from 
Egyptian slavery. When Moses was born

The Rabbis naturally take a favourable 
view of Pharaoh's daughter and they attr- 
bute her bathing in the Nile to the fact 
that she disapproved of the idolatry which 
prevailed at her father’s court and wished 
to cleanse herself of its polluting influence 
[he legend narrates that when her attendants 
saw that she was inclined to rescue the little 
Hebrew child they reminded her that who- 
ever else might feel disposed to break the 
king's laws and decrees at least his own 
household ought to observe them. While 
they were trying to dissuade her from her 
kindly purpose the Archangel Gabriel came 
and smote them to the greyund, leaving only 
one handmaid to do the) pgincess’s bidding. 
When Pharaoh's daughfer\ opened the ark 
the text savs she saw the child and behold 
the hoy wept. Nothing escaped the Rabbis, 
and one explained that although Moses was 
but an infant he had the voice of a full- 
grown boy. To this another sage objected 
that this would have implied a blemish 
which would have disqualified Moses from 
service in the Sanctuary. The reference 
rather was to the fact that his mother had 
stretched over him a bridal canopy feeling 
that she might never see Moses really under 
the chupah. 


THe CROWN AND THE COAL 


The most famous of the legends concern- 
ing the infant Moses tells how when he 
was a very little boy he was playing in 
Pharaoh's court and, seeing the royal crown 
on a table, he lifted it up and put in on 
his head. The superstitious courtiers at once 
declared that this was a bad omen and that 
when the child grew up he would be res- 
ponsible for Pharaoh's downfall. They 
urged that he should be put to death. But 
Jethro, or, as some say, the angel Gabriel 
disguised as a counsellor, suggested that the 
child did not have sense enough to know 
what he was doing and that he should be 
put to the test. A dish was to be brought 
in containing a jewel and a piece of live 
coal. They would see which Moses would 
choose. The angel guided Moses’s hand to 
the glowing ember, which he took to his 
lips. Because of this no action was taken 
against the child. And because he burned 
his mouth on this occasion he ever after 
had an impediment in his speech, which he 
urged as one of the reasons why he was 
unfit to plead with Pharaoh to set the 
Israelites free.

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NEWSPAPER SUED FOR LIBEL 


Captain Amswych’s Action 
A BOGUS DEFAMATORY LETTER 
Damages Awarded Against the Daily Telegraph 


Captain Ivor Amswych, who lives at Salisbury Avenue, 
Church End, Finchley, was the successful plaintiff in a 
libel action which came before Mr. Justice Atkinson in the 
King’s Bench Division of the High Court on Monday. The 
defendants were the Daily Telegraph, Ltd., and Mr. Arthur 
E. Watson, the editor of the newspaper. 

Captain Amswych alleged ahat he had been libelled in a 
letter which appeared in the correspondence 
Dai_y TELEGRAPH on August 7 last year. The letter, which was 
headed “ British Courts,” purported to be signed by him and 
ran: “ As a temporary resident in this country | would like 
to pay a tribute to the wonderful impression which | gained by 
visiting your courts of justice in London. When I return to 
my country (Madagascar) I shall suggest to our judicial 
authorities that they send a mission to study the efficient 
methods of work of your police courts in particular.” 

Captain Amswych pleaded that he was a British subject by 
birth and had been domiciled in the United Kingdom all his 
life. He alleged that the letter, which was published without 
his Knowledge, meant that he was an untruthful and ridiculous 
person. 

The defendants did not admit that the letter referred to 
Captain Amswych and pleaded that the words were incapable 
of bearing any meaning defamatory of him. It was contended 
that the words in their ordinary and natural meanine were no 
hbel on Captain Amswych and no reasonable reader 
form the view that they meant he was an 
ndiculous person.

Distinguished Military Career 


Mr. Justice Atkinson, giving judgement. said that Captain 
Amswych, who was aged 54, was a Jew. He was born in this 
country and had lived here all his life, and it was quite plain 
that he was a British subject by birth. He was in a position 
of some distinction in the Jewish Community, and for a man 
who was not a regular soldier he had had quite a distinguished 
military career. He served in the last war and now had a com- 
mission im the Roya! Engineers. He had a son who was serving 
in the Army. In fact, Captain Amswych was as far removed 
from being a temporary resident in this country or from being 
an inhabitant of Madagascar—whether of the French or native 
commumity—as one could imagine. 

One day in July last year, continued the Judge, Captain 
Amswych happened, to pass a Fascist who was addressing a 
meeting and wag sdying things about the Jews which aroused 
his anger. Captain Amswych thought it might lead to anger 
on the part of other Jews and to a breach of the peace and 
he summoned the Fascist under the Public Order Act at Old 
Street Police Court. There was a hearing before a magistrate 
and the summons was dismissed. 


Police Court Discourtesy 


If a report which appeared in THe Jewisn CHRONICLE was 
true, Captain Amswych was treated at the police court with 
the greatest discourtesy. Subsequently he wrote to THe Jews 
CHRONICLE protesting against the way in which he hgd been 
insulted, and that lefter appeared on August 4. ordship 
assumed that THe Jewish CHRONICLE, which had béen running 
for 98 years, had a substantial circulation in the Jewish 
Community. 

On August 7, went on the Judge, there appeared a letter in 
the Daity TeLecrarn. The notepaper on which the letter was 
written was not the sort of paper a person of any position would 
use. The Daity TeLecrapn received the letter, which was 
apparently signed by Captain Amswych, and they published it 
without making any inquiry whatever. 

Captain Amswych first heard about the letter on August 18 
when he returned from a holiday. His case was that at the 
police-court hearing he had gone into the witness box and had 
sworn he was a British subject and that subsequently he had 
written to THe JewisH CHRONICLE and had made certain claims 
as to his own position. The letter in the Dat_ty Tetecrarn, he 
alleged, gave the lic to all that, and anyone reading it might 
draw the conclusion that he was an untruthful and ridiculous 
person who had been professing a nationality which he did not 
possess. 

It was argued for the defendants that as the letter appeared 
to bear Captain Amswych’s signature it was not defamatory 
because anyone reading it would jump to the conclusion that 
it was a hoax. That might be so in regard to people who knew 
Captain Amswych very well, but not in regard to people who 
had not known him a long time or did not know him very 
well. 

It seemed impossible to say, continued Mr. Justice Atkinson, 
that a reasonable person, whatever fis degree of knowledge 
of the circumstances, would at once have jumped to the con- 
clusion that the letter in the Damy TeLeGraPH was a hoax. 
Ninety-nine people out of a hundred always believed what they 
Saw in print. 


Case Established 


In his lordship’s view Captain Amswych had established his 
case and the words in the detter were defamatory because they 
might quite easily have been understood to mean that he had been 
making claims to something to which he was not entitled. 

Mr. Justice Atkinson added that although Captain Amswych 
did not ask for damages he would award him £5 to make it 
clear that he was not getting contemptuous damages. If Cap- 
tain Amswych had wanted more his Lordship thought he would 
have been entitled to it. ; : 

Judgment was entered for Captain Amswych accordingly with 
costs, and the Judge remarked that he would like to make it 
clear, in case the defendants appealed, that he accepted Captain 
Amswych’s evidence, which he seemed to have given in a 
perfectly straightforward way.

Some revival of interest in the rubber and mining markets 
was also welcome. Rubber and tin shares particularly are 
benefiting by the favourable outlook for these commodities 
following the news of contracts for large American pur- 
chases which will necessitate a high level of output for some 


lime to come. 
BANKING INTERIMS 


The first of the interim dividend statements from the leading 
British banks came this year from Martins Bank. Ltd. The 
payment is maintaimed at 74 per cent., as for each half year 
since the latter half of 1938. Previously, half-yearly payments 
were of 7 per cent. 

Compared with a year ago, the June W balance-sheet of 
Martins Bank shows an increase in deposits from £98.376.473 
to £113,.017,350. Advances are slightly lower at £43.241.747. 
against £46,462,084, but there are increases of about £7 millions 
in investments, £6.3 mlhons in Treasury Bills, and £2.2 millions 
in cash. 

Subsequently, all the leading banks have announced main- 
tenance of their imtermm dividends at the same rates as last 
year. Ihe statements have relieved any anxicty that may have 
been felt regarding the banks’ dividend policy in war-time, and 
bank shares have made a good recovery from recent weakness 


in markets. 
AMALGAMATED DENTAL 

For the first time for some years holders of the deferred 
stock in the Amalgamated Dental Co. are to go without a divi- 
dend, while holders of the 8 per cent preferred stock receive 
only half their gull dividend. 

A preluminary statement for the year 1939 shows profits of 
£163,668, agamst £201,818. Taxation requires £75,418, against 
£66,833. The 4 per cent. mterim dividend on the preferred 
stock, which was postponed in May, is to be paid and a balance 
of £57,940 carried forward, against £27,139. 

The Company is evidently followmg a conservative policy in 
view of war conditions, which must have had an adverse effect, 
particularly on Continental markets for its dental equipment 


and supplies. 
TELEPHONE EXPANSION 

The report of Telephone Rentals, Ltd., for the year to May 31 
states that the business of the subsidiary operating companies 
“has continued to show agrceable expansion.” The concern 
controls companics installing “ New System "” private telephones 
working in this country, Becigium, France. Ireland, and Spain. 

Net profits for the year were £127,367, against £121,561 
previously. After £50,158, against £31.469, for income tax, a 
sum of £30,000 is again added to genera! reserve, and the year’s 
dividend .is maintained at 10 per cent. The carry forward ts 
£39.648, against £44,675. 

During the year the Australian subsidiary has been sold at 
a profit, and the balance-sheet shows £A 161,655 on bank account 
in Australia, equivalent to £128,809 sterling. Shareholders will 
await with interest the Chairman's comments at the annual 
meeting on the position of the Continental subsidiaries. 


RICHARD THOMAS RECOVERY 

A really substantial recovery is shown in the report of Richard 
Thomas and Co., the great steel and tinplate firm. for the year 
to March 30. After providing no less than £1,159,704 for tax 
and E.P.T., combined trading profits of the group were 
£2.010,929. 

Last year, before tax. but after £270.855 for losses. and 
running in expenses of the new Ebbw Vale works, the profit 
was £809.783. Combined net profit this time, after increased 
depreciation and certain non-recurring charges, is £411,697, 
against £64,811, but last year's figure was after more than 
£2110.000 from reserve 

The parent Company's net profit is £351.573, against £20,207. 
With £33.161 over-reserved. against subsidiary losses last year, 
it is possible to Qadd £352.634 to general reserve and carry 
forward £32.100 against nil. The new Chairman, Mr. E. H.

ALTERNATIVE QUOTA METHOD 
New Board of Trade Regulations 


[By our Cinema Correspondent] 


The Board of Trade announced this week new regulations 
for the British film industry. The new scheme provides an 
optional method by which renters may fulfil quota require- 
ments. They may keep to the original Act, by which 
distributors (renters) were bound to use at least 22} per cent. 
of British films, and exhibitors 15 per cent.. or they may 
now produce or acquire at least one British film of not less 
than 7,000 feet for every 100,000 feet of foreign film that 
they acquire. (7,000 feet runs for approximately 80 mins.) 

The total payment to British labour must be at least as much 
as was formerly paid to all labour employed. Since the previous
